In December, 1967, Ministry of External Affairs 
sent us a communication from our High Commission in 
London from which we gathered that one Dr. B.H. White 
had come into possession of two pieces of Indian 
Silver which, be thought, belonged to Netaji Subhash 
Chandra Bose. (Dr. White irreverently describes 
Netaji as a "quisling" in his letter). One of these 
items is a silver box in-laid with bails ck silver while 
the other is a small trinket box. Both seem to have 
been presented by Netaji to some 3urmese. Dr. White 
wanted to know whether India would be interested in 
acquiring these pieces for one of its Museums. Since 
we had no scheme, under which we could purchase these 
pieces, we wrote to Government of West Bengal asking 
them whether they would be Interested in the acquisition 
of these two relics. In its turn, the State Government 
seems to have written to Netaji Research Bureau who, 
though willing to acquire the relics, has said that 
it does not have the sum of 270 guineas (approximately 
Rs, 5, 130. 00) which Dr. White wants for these pieces. 

From External Affairs Ministry's file, it appears 
that Dr. White intends to sell these relics elsewhere 
if ve are not interested. 

Personally, I do not think that a couple of silver 
boxes presented by our Netaji constitutes such "relics" 
as should find a place in a museum. Furthermore, we are 
not even sure whether these are genuine pieces. Finally 
from th& way in which Dr, White has castigated Netaji 
I do not think we should go in for these purchases 
as this will put more money in this man's pocket. I 
might, incidentally, add that we have no funds with 
which we can acquire (or help others to acquire) relics 
of our leaders.

We have no funds from which we can pay 270 guineas 
for acquiring these pieces from Dr. White. We may, 
therefore, send a reply to the F.R. amd tell them so, 
aduing that we are taking up the matter with the State 
Government who may be able to pay the amount. If rupee 
equivalent is made avails ole by the State Government 
we can recommend equivalent foreign exchange for 
acquiring these pieces. In so far as the authenticity 
of the relics is concerned, ve may write to our High 
Commission and leave it to them to say that the relics 
are genuine pieces. I might add that the original 
communication came to us from the High Commission 
through the External Affairs Ministry. 


2. I do not think we need attach much importance 
to Dr. White's remarks. As far as our approach in the 
matter is concerned, it should be confined only to acquirij 
the relics if they are worthwhile. 

3. I submit the above with reference to E.M' s minute on 
the F.R, After E.M, has seen, necessary action will be 
taken and a draft reply put to the F.R. as from E.M,

We have not heared so far from the State Govt but 
from the F.A. it appears that the State Govt is 
favourably inclined towards assisting financially 
the Netaji Museum. 

Ministry of Finance (Deptt. of Economic Affairs)

This relates to the request by Netaji Research 
Bureau for the release of foreign exchange to the extent 
of 270 guineas (Rs.5,130) so as to enable them to acquire 
two Relics namely Silver Box inlaid with black silver 
and small Trinket box of Netaji Subhash Chandra Bose 
at present in possession of one Dr. B.H.White of Brussel.
